He was returned to the scene, where he 
tuld the following story: 

We wanted money. We were permitted to re- 
main over night, and we laid awake after retiring 
ti]l the heavy breathing of the family satisfied us 
ot their slumbers, when we arose, chloroformed 
them, rifled the house of valuables, consisting of 
twenty-seven dollars, a Watch, suit of c othes and 
a pair of ts. Then we scattered cotton, saiu- 
rated with coal oil, over the floor and on the bed, 
and set fire to it and left.’’ 

The crowd was composed of twenty-five 
resviute men, who determined that the 
villain should be punished with his own 
weapon. They pinioned him, arranged fire 
splinters, saturated with coal oil, around 
him and set them on fire. A vigilant search 
is being made fur the other man, who will 
doubtless share the same fate if caught.

New York, December 21.—The Star and some 
ofthe other papers here to day will publish a 
letter from John Kelly denying that he was re- 
sponsible for the defeat of General Hancock.

With the particulars of the horrible 
crimeon the Louisville road, ten miles 
from this city, onthe night of the 14th in- 
stant, our readers are familiar. Mr. E!bert 
Lee, one of the partfes attacked, died, as 
stated, at the Savannah hospital, on 
Wednesday night, and Mr. Jackson Lee 
isnow confined to his home in Bulloch 
county from the effects of his in- 
juries. Mention was made in the ac 
count given in the Morning News thai a 
colored boy some thirteen years of age was 
with the Messrs. Lee, and on the discovery 
of the crime on Wednesday morning by 
Messrs. Lee and Denmark, appeared greatly 
frightened and stated that he had been 
aroused by a noise in the night, and had 
seen a negro ina big coat retreating from 
the camp. It now appears that this boy, 
whose name is Major Lee, having formerly 
been owned by the Lee family, is six 
‘een years of age instead of thirteen, 
and is well grown. From some cause sus- 
picion attached to this boy, and on his ar- 
rival at the home of Mr. Elbert Lee, after 
the murder, he was promptly arrested by 
Constable P. C. Richardson, in order to pre- 
vent his being tampered with by the ne 
groes or others. After the inquest had 
been held, and the coroner had ixsned a 
a commitment, Majo’ became ri-h ens, 
and, we understand, confessed that be was 
particeps criminis, and had been encouraged 
to the act by a negro man from Savannah, 
who robbed the senseless men and escaped 
Che name of the party was given, together 
with a description.
